At 4 in 
the Afternoon the Marfhal of the Confederacy of 
Wataw arciv’d here with a Guard of Swedes, ac- 
companied by 3 Depuues of the Palatinat of Lenci- 
ziz, hey alighted at the Cloyfter of the Bernar- 
dins, where they conferr’d together, and afterwards 
wene to the Caftle, and into the fame Hall where the 
was held laft Year. The Marth made a 
Speech, ia which hefaid, he appear’d perfonaily that 
Day the r1th of July, purfaant co the Cardinal Pri- 
mate’s Univerfalia, and that he expected other De- 
puties that were upon the Road ; but whether many 
or few came, they would treat with the Coshmiffa- 
ties of the King of Sweden, to procure the Peace 
the People figh’d for, which was the propereft Buf- 
nefs for them to begin with : In Conclufion he ad- 
journ’d the Diet to the 18th of this Month. He took 
up his Lodging in the Cloyfter of the Bernardins : 
The 12th at.7 a Clock in the Evening, the Saxons 
that were on the other fide of the Viftula, appear’d 
in Boats pretty near to this Place, and made fome 
Difcharges upon the Swedith Guards, who return’d 
their Fire, but neither fide receiv’d any Hurt, and 
the Saxons retir’d. The Alarm being {pread through 
the City, the Swedes march’d into the Caftle ; and 
at 10 a Clock at Night the Marfhal repair’d thither 
likewif; nor thinking bimfelf fafe in the Cloyfter of 
the Bernardins. Yefterday Monfieur Tarto, a De- 
puty of the Palatinat of Cracow, arriv'd here with 
his Brother. The Caftle Gates are kept faft thur, 
and the Swedes keep a good Guard in it Night and 
Day, as we!! as on the Viftula.
